Washington, D. C., Dec, 15.—[Spe- | 
cial.]|—Plans have been disclosed to | 
congress by naval experts for the con- | 
struction of a huge airship, 785 feet 
long, and a cruising radius of 7,150 | 
nautical miles, with a capacity of 6,- 
000,000 cubic feet. Such a ship would 
dwarf not only the Los Angeles and 
the Shenandoah, but also the two

CANADIAN IMMIGRATION. 

Secretary Davis of the labor department recom- 
mends that the immigration restriction by quota be 
applied to countries now exempt—-Canada and New- 
foundland, Mexico, the West Indies, Central and 

South America. Céntfal and South America sent 
in less than 12,000 immigrants last year, the West 
Indies less than 18,000, Mexico nearly 90,000, and 
Canada and Newfoundland 200,000. : 

This was the entry of record. There are star- 
tling stories of the bootlegging of immigrants from 
the north and south: Two long and poorly pro- 
tected frontiers make it fairly easy for bootlegging 
organizations to send in immigrants who would be 
barred by law. There is a great deal of money to 
be made by it, and unquestionably people the 
nation aims to keep out are getting in. 

It would not stop that to put the exempted 
nations on a quota. So léng as Canada and Mexico 
admit at their ports aliens whose, real purpose is 
to get into the United States the illegal stream 
across the frontiers will present a problem. We 
do not see why Mexico and the other lands to the 
south should have the exemption privilége. If 
there were a great influx of people from these 
regions, they would have as serious an effect upon 
the American strain as peoples from almost any 
other part of the worl. 

‘We are trying to keep this strain from serious 
modification; and that purpose would not be ad- 
vanced by admitting large numbers of Mexican! 

peons. The present protection against such immi- 
gration is lafgely the fact that conditions of life 
throughout the United States do not appeal to the 
Mexican. He doeg net stand the competitive life. 
There is a labor movement back and forth across 
the Mexican border. Railroad and other laborers 
come from Mexico tnto Texas and the neighboring 
states. Many of them return home 4fter working 
awhile. If they welcomed and full use of the 

. privilege of entering the United § without re- 

striction, the desirability of the would be 
undeniable, and in principle it is able against 
them and all American countries except Canada 

_ and Newfoundland. We believe that the less the 
frontier line enters into the relations of Canada and 
the United States the better, It is best that there 
should be a free play of ideas, people, goods, etc., 

across this border. We believe that any Canadian 

‘who wants to enter the United States should do so 
at his pleasure. 

_ The two countries have unusual and beneficial 
relations to each other in a peace which seems to 
be as permanent as anything human can be. We 
think that a quota applied to Canada would be bad;

Probably~ they 
never will be either exper: or decently sympathetic 
‘with the demands of experts until they are com- 
posed of men who will have to fight the ships 
when war comes—which, of course, is to say, never. 
Appropriations committees have the comfortable 
consciousness that if a war comes their duty will 
hold them firmly in their cushioned arm chairs 
under the dome of the capitol, and the -fact that 
they have cheese pared at the expense of other 
Men's lives and to the imperiling of the nation 
Will not be laid at their door, as it ought to be. 
The nation cannot afford to aecept the soothing 
dope of this committee as against the professional 
gudgment of the department and the facts pre 
_. gented in the press. It ia not an intelligent report 
from the viewpoint of Our dpternationa! situation 
at this time. itis not a competen’ «port froni 
the. vigwpoint of controlling fact For example, 
the assertion that “with the possible exception 
of the Florida, no one can say that as to capital 
ships the 5-6-3 ratio doer not prevail.”

THE ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL 
“IN CUBA. 


A memorial to Theodore Roosevelt as coloriel of 
the First United States volunteer cavalry in the 
Spanish war has been dedicated on a site given 


hill. Mrs. Roosevelt drew aside the flag which 
unveiled the monument. 

It is proper that the Caribbean should have 4 
memorial of Roosevelt. His vision was far sighted 
and his acts momentous in the future of the United 
States from the time when he saw that the long 
delayed fight with Spain was at hand and as assist- 
ant secretary of navy began to put the navy in 
shape to the time when he took the Panama strip 
and gave the United States the canal. 

He believed in the justice as well as the inevi- 
tability of the war which ejected Spain and he 
was an active soldier in it.

American soldiers were transported to, the far 
southeastern end of Cuba, landed at the edge of a 
malarial jungle, out of which they cleared a more 
numerous and better armed foe whom they drove 
into a fortified town, besieged, and forced to sur- 
render. | 

They were badly equipped and miserably fed. 
The regulars and Roosevelt regiment had Krags 
and smokeless powder, but artillery positions; were 
betrayed by black powder. Their food supplies 
failed and they were lucky to have a hardtack or 
two and a strip of raw bacon. They had canned 
beef which sickeried théhm when they got it. “They 
were exposed to torrential rains, and fevér might 
have éxterminated them if they had not done their 
work quickly. Their enémy was wéll supplied and 
well armed, but no match for the breed of men who 
charged them, and it was a contest of type against 
type. : @ 

In short order Spain was out of the western 
world, out of Cuba and Porto Rico, and out of the 
eastern world, out of the Philippines and the east- 
ern islands. It was a war of great consequence, 
fought by American soldiers against great odds 
and quickly terminated, a military achievement 
of high order by a nation regarded as nonmilitary. 

A memorial to Roosevelt in Cuba is also a me 
morial to this achievement of the American soldier.

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DANGER IN RICKETS. 

# we controlled rickets better we 

would be able to control pneumonia 

better. Children with rickets are lia- 

ble to catch pnéumonia, and when 

they catch it they are liable to die. 


Rickets increases the susceptibility to 


Pneumonia and decreases the ability to 
overcome it once it has been contracted. 
Aside from our interest because of the 
deaths and deformities which it causes, 
popular interest in rickets is worth while 
because of its relation to pneumonia. 

Dr. C. N. Moore tells us of some 
early signs of rickets. An important 
one is ‘wabbly knees. The knee joint 
bends backward and forward when it is 
normal, A rickety knee joint has a lit- 
tle lateral wabble. His plan is to lay 
the child on its back on a table, grasp 
the thigh with one hand and the leg at 
the ankle with the other and see how 
much side-to-side motion there is in the 
knee joint. If there is much, rickets 
is present. He has a scale by which he 
measures this side play.

Another earty sign ts abnormality of 
the rate at which the various soft spots 
im the head close. Another is the Dan- 
lel Webster forehead. A baby with a 
Daniel Webster head is generally rick- 
ety. Another is a square, triangular, or 
oval shape to the chest. A cross section 
of a normal baby chest at about the 
middie is a circle. The width and the 
depth are about the same. A cross sec- 
tion of a rickety chest shows it to be 
deep and narrow, somewhat tending to 
be triangular, or oval, or squarish. 
Sweating head is another early symp- 
tom. 

Pigeon breast, chicken breast, funnel 
breast, bow legs, and knock knees are 
later symptoms. For those in a posi- 
tion to have fine chemical examinations 
made disturbance of the relations of 
calcium and phosporus in the bjood is 
still an earlier symptom. Chemists are 
beginning to talk now about acute rick- 
ets in grown people, as shown by cis- 
turbance in phosphorus and lime bal- 
ahce, but without any tendency to knock 
knees, bow legs, or pigeon breast. 


If a child is found to be heading for 
rickets, treatment should be begun at 
once without waiting for bow/legs or 
pneumonia. The treatment is sunlignt. 
Out in the sunlight every day for a short 
while. If because of smoke, fog, clouds, 
high buildings, or cave dwelling, sun- 


light is not available, some form of 
quartz lamplight is advised. In fact, 
one minute of light from a good mer- 
cury vapor quartz lamp is as good us 
two or three minutes of good sunlight. 
Children with threatening rickets who 
cannot get ideal sunlight should have 
quarts light treatments for about one- 
half hour three times a week. 

They now propose to put a quarts win- 
dow or windows in solariums, especially 
those in children’s homes. The lengta 
of exposure to quartz light at first should 
be for but one minute.’ It is increased 
with moderate rapidity. 

For those who cannot get light the 
next best remedy is cod liver oil and 
lime. Perhaps before long other radi- 
ated foods will have replaced cod liver 
oil.

1. The following treatment is given by Dr. 
Coleman: After about six days of prelim- 
inary treatment given by the physician the 
dieting is begun. The only foods given are 
white of eggs and olive oil or butter fat. 
The oil is begun by a daily allowance of 
about 2 ounces. The whites of three to four 
eggs are given. The quantities are increased 
somewhat after a few days. This treatment 
is continued for three to four weeks.

GUARDING AGAINST INFANTILE

F. L. H. writes: There has been an 
epidemic of infantile paralysis here for 
the last four weeks. What can you tell 
us about infantile paraisysis and what, 
if anything, to do to guard against it? 

REPLY. 

Keep your children away from other 
children. In so far as possible have all mem- 
bers of the family avoid crowds and aowded 
places. Avoid exposure to all kinds of in- 
sects. Keeping street dust down may help. 
Be on guard for mild illnesses which be 
infantile paralysis in disguise. Watch espe- 


,cially those which cattse the sick child to cry 


from pain when moved, 

When we know more about infantile paraly- 
sis we may find that some of these precau- 
tions were useless. Fortunately, the season 
for prevalence of this disease is-about over. 
We can expect trouble next summer.
